These are the opening sentences 
of the joint pastoral adopted by the 
German Hierarchy at their recent 
conference here. The pastoral will 
be read from all pulpits on Septem- 
ber 9. 

In the introductory paragraph 
the German Bishops pay tribute to 
the late Cardinal Bertram, Arch- 
bishop of Breslau, who presided 
over their conference during the 
last quarter century. The Pastoral 
then offers tribute to both the 
clergy and laity of Germany “for 
the unshakeable loyalty which they 
have maintained for the Church 
through difficult times.” 

The Bishops then acknowledge 
the sacrifices which such loyalty 
entailed and they point out how 
dangerous it was for German Cath- 
olics even to listen to the episco- 
pal pronouncements, which upheld 
the rights of the individual against 
a tyrannical government and spoke 
out against racial arrogance and 
hatred of other nations. 

Laude Courage Of Faithful 

“You all had no earthly power,” 
the Pastoral states, “but only the 


power of your faith and your cour- [| 


age.” Boge 
The Bishops address themselves 
specifically to the clergy, to parents 
and to the younger generation, who 
stood up to defend God’s law and 
the teachings of Christ. “Many were 
true confessors in*prison and many 
have given up their lives for their 
convictions,” the pastoral declares. 
“How it warms our hearts,” the 
Bishops write, “to remember that 
time and again Catholics of all 
walks of life and of all ages were 
not afraid to protect fellow-Ger- 
mans of another race, to defend 
them. and to show them Christian 
charity. Many went to their deaths 
in concentration camps because of 
‘such charity. They have received

Vatican City, Sept. 3 —(NC)— 
Now that “the clash of battle has 
faded away and the softer notes 
of peace begin to fill the air,” 
statesmanship mus‘ play the chief 
role in the world today “because 
there are victories yet to be won 
before the world can feel secure 
in the possessions of peace,” His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII told an- 
other group of American Congress- 
men, whom he received in private 
audience Tuesday. 

In his address to the United 
States legislators, the Holy Fath- 
er said: 

“Even here in our retired study 
We are reminded visually that 
the elash of battle has faded away 
and the softer notes of peace be- 
gin to fill the air. The Army, We 
see, is giving place to officers of 
State. Not that the cooperation 
of both was not necessary for the 
prosecution of the war, aS a sim- 
ilar collaboration may well be 
necessary, for a time at least, to 
make sure that the terrible spec- 
ter really has been laid. 


“But when. the cessation of hos- 
tilities has been declared, the 
Army’s appointed task has been 
accomplished. Now  statesman- 
ship must play the chief role, be- 
cause there are victories yet to 
be won before the world can feel 
secure in the possession of peace.

She tells that the Germans took 
over their Carmel forcing the 
Sisters to live in the cellar, where 
they also placed a horse, a cow, 
rabbits and chickens, stolen from 
some of their neighbors. Sister 
remarked that for a whole month 
they really lived in “Jesus’ Crib.” 
There were 
crowded into that cellar. She 
disclosed that more than three 
hundred bombs were dropped in- 
while the 
Nuns miraculously escaped in- 
jury. They were later liberated 
by three hundred men of the 
allied armies. She said that 
during that month they subsisted 
on two tomatoes every twenty- 
four hours, because of -which 
many Sisters became ill, and that 
they could do nothing for them, 
even through medicine, of which 
they had none. 

Friends of Father Jasinski, 
who was in Italy, will be ~in-

Movie Printed 


Tells Youth To Shun 
Showing Of “Dillinger” 
At Elkhart Theatre 


Elkhart— The Elkhart Truth, 
city daily here, on August 27, car- 
ried the following story concern- 
ing the Rev. James P. Conroy’s 
advice to young St. Vineent par- 
ishioners to stay away from the 
movie, “Dillinger” shown at a lo- 
cal theatre. The daily’s story was 
as follows: 

“Shock-by-Shock,” as advertis- 
ed, the life story of “the most 
wanton outlaw since Jesse James 


—— DILLINGER — his crimes, his 
loves, his prison breaks,” is unfold- 
ing in a 5-day engagement on the 
screen of the Bucklen theater. But, 
on the advice of the Rev. James P. 
Conroy, assistant pastor of St. Vin- 
cent’s church, the premises is “out 
of bounds” for Elkhart Catholic 
boys and girls. 

Addressing 5 Masses Sunday, in- 
cluding the special children’s ser- 
vice at 8:45 a.m., Father Conroy 
voiced the: protest first sounded by 
the National Council of Catholic 
Women from Washington head- 
quarters when the picture was re- 
leased several months ago. 

“The glamorizing of a public en- 
emy is wholly inconsistent with 
the praise we have been giving, and 
should give, to real heroes who 
fought in the war just ended,” Fr. 
Conroy told his parishioners at the 
Sunday services, in asking the 
children themselves not to attend 
the movie and their parents to for- 
bid them to do so.”

The priest made his denunciation 
of the gangster picture and his ap- 
peal that it be shunned after he 
had viewed it at: a Saturday mid- 
night preview at the Bucklen, which 
he attended on invitation of Chick 
Tompkins, district manager of In- 
diana and Illinois theaters, to 
whont he said he had stated his 
objection last week.

Statistics Disclose 
Alarming Increase In 
Canada Divorce Rate 


Ottawa, Sept. 3 — (NC) — The 
alarming increase in the divorce 
rate in Canada, especially in the 
seven Provinées which have special 
divorce courts, is shown in statis- 
tics, 

In 1943, there were 3,263 di- 
vorces granted in Canada, of which 
3,171 were in the seven Provinces 
Quebec and Prince Edward Island, 
which have no divorce courts, re- 
ported 90 and two respectively. 
Persons from these provinces who 
wish divorce must apply to the 
Canadian Parliament. Quebec has 
rejected efforts to establish a di- 
voree court for that Province, and 
while Prince Edward Island legally 
has authority to establish a divorce 
court, the Province has never ac- 
cepted that authority. 


An indication of the rise in di- 
vorces in Canada is shown by these 
figures: In 1918 the rate was 1.4 
in a population of 100,000; in 1926, 
it was 6.4; in 1941 it was 21.4, and 
in 1943 it was 27.7.

In my previous articles I discus- 
sed the religious destitution of our 
world as it faces the heavy future, 
and the urgent necessity of revival. 
It remains to consider what possi- 
bility of revival there is. Now one’s 
first reaction would be that a 
world-wide return to religion is out 
of the question. 

As we survey a discouraged and 
devitalized world, it looks like the 
tired end of all things. But men 
have’ been as tired before, and it 
has not been the end. 

Civilizations can die of fatigue, 
but there is one cure for fatigue 
even when it seems to be mortal. 
The Roman world into which Chris- 
tianity came nineteen hundred 
years ago was extraordinarily like 
ours, as materially magnificent and 
as spiritually empty, as tired and 
devitalized and profoundly hope- 
less, indulging itself to the limit 
and getting as little joy out of its 
self-indulgence.

Marines ; Construct 
Oratory For The 
Blessed Sacrament 


Guam —(NC)—(Delayed)—On 
a hillcrest overlooking the rolling 
jungle at the fringe of the Third 
Marine Division’s base camp here, 
Catholic personnel of the Third 
Regiment have filled a long-felt 
need by erecting an oratory in 
which the Blessed Sacrament is 
reserved at all. times. 

Inspired by their regimental 
chaplain, the Rev. Romuald E. 
Philbin, a priest of the Diocese of 
St. Augustine, who led his vol- 
unteer workers in their spare time, 
the 3rd Marines and some mem- 
bers of a Naval Construction Bat- 
talion erected the building. 

They hoisted a hospital-size tent 
leveled off a flooring of crushed 
coral, built pulpit, holy water 
fonts and vestMent cases of 
scorched plywood, and used heav- 
ier odds and ends of lumber for 
pews and kneeling benches. 
Fifty feet long and 15 feet wide, 
large enough to accommodate more 
than. 200 marines at one service, 
the oratory is near the regimental 
chapel, a frame building with con- 
crete floor and housing a library 
in. its secondary wing. 

Mass> is offered daily in the 
oratory following the noon meal. 
Shortly before taps each evening 
many Marines assemble there for 
night prayers.

The same inference must be de- 
duced, according to this scholar, 
from a statement in the very first 
paragraph of the Potsdam docu- 
ment which reads: “The former 
Polish Government in London... . 
no longer exists.” Since that Was 
the only legal Polish Government, 
the conclusion is that there will be 
no “sovereign” Polish republic. 

Halecki also observed what we 
have been telling our readers for 
more than two years, namely, that 


while elections will be “free” in the 


sense that there will probably be 
two tickets to choose from, both 
tickets will contain names of sup- 
porters of the Soviet Union. In 
this connection, Dr. Halecki writes: 
“The permission for allied press 
representatives to report on devel- 
opments in Poland, ‘before and af- 
ter the election’ is, of course, no

In order to gain the Apostolic 
Plenary Indulgence (frequently 
mentioned) one must keep on his 
person or in a decent place the 
pious article+—cross, Rosary, medal, 
small ‘statue, etc.—to which the 
Apostolic Indulgences nave been 
attached. (Most priests have the 
faculty of bestowing,that blessing.) 

Secondly, one must have com- 
plied with one of the preliminary 
conditions, the easiest of which 
is to say the Rosary once a week, 

On the Indulgence day, the 
conditions of Confession, Commun- 
ion, Prayer for the Pope's inten- 
tions must be fulfilled. For the 
latter it suffices to say the Our 
Father, Hail Mary, and Glory once. 

The plenary indulgence days 
during the year, 27 in all, are the 
orincipal feasts of Our Lord, of 
Our Lady, two of St. Joseph, Birth 
of St. John the Baptist, the Apos- 
tles, and All Saints. 

A last plenary indulgence can 
be gained at death, when one must 
confess and receive Holy Commun- 
ion, if possible; pronounce_ the 
Holy Name of Jesus, if possible 
with the lips, otherwise in the 
heart, and accept death with res- 
ignation to God’s Will as the wages 
of sin,

The Letter: | 


Somewhere In France, May, 1954 
Dear Sister, 

The most wonderful thing just 
happened to me. Perhaps your 
prayers have accomplished what 
your pleading and theology could | 
not. 

Mysterious? Let me _ begin 
from the beginning: I have been 
attending the nightly recitation 
of the Rosary and adoration of 
the Blessed Sacrament at the 
local Chapel. 


A saintly old pxiest has been 
officiating. From the physical 
standpoint I would say he is posi- 
tively ugly; but vet, despite this 
physical ugliness, I felt attracted 
to him the very first night. He 
recites the Aves slowly, as if he 
were ‘actually speaking to Mary.

To get back to my dear old 
priest of God, I noticed that each 
night he would give me a long 
look when I came in. And often 
during his sermon. it has seemed 
to me that he has looked directly 
at me. Maybe I have allowed 
mv imagination to run wild, but 
after what’s happened tonight, 
I'm beginning to attach a signi- 
ficance to what seemed at first to | 
be merely coincidences. 

To continue: Tonight I went 
to the Chanel a little earlier than 
usual just to enioy “the frag- 
rance of Mary” for a little while 
before the services began. As I 
was kneeling there absorbed in 
the fragrance and an extra Ros- 
ary I was praving, this old man 
of God hobbled across the altar. 
(I say “hobbled” as he is crip- 
pled and just hobbles about). Al- 
thouch I was looking at Mary, 
totally enraptured by the frag- 
rance from all those flowers, I 
felt he was coming to me. I 
didn’t even look his wav—lI tried 
to make myself believe I was al- 
lowing my imagination to play 
tricks on me.

I could 
feel him even. before I felt a 
light touch on my arm.

I fan- 
cied I saw in those gray eyes 
that “peace that surpasseth all 
understanding.” 


He asked me, “Francais?” I 
shook my head and replied “Am- 
ericain.”’ He said, “Ah, mais vous 
parlez Francais”. I nodded, “Un 
peu, mon pere.” He says, “Bon, 
apres la Benedition, vous vien- 
drez au Sacristie, je voudrais 
vous parlez.” I nodded, “Oui, 
mon pere.” 


I hadn’t the least idea what he 
wanted. He laid his trap per- 
fectly. 

I imagined he was indulging 
in one of his- eccentricities—you 
know how eccentric old priests 
get sometimes. 

Well, Benediction over, he 
hobbles into the Sacristy behind 
his two acolytes, leaving the door 
open so he could,see me. In a 
moment “ie turns, and with an 
old gnarled finger beckons for 
me. I got up and suddenly felt 
an urge to beat a hasty retreat. 
After all, it was after nine, and 
probably “the old duffer” would 
bore me stiff plying me with 
questions about the status of the 
Church in America. But there 
he was again, with that old 
gnarled finger, beckoning again 
as if he sensed my indecision. 

Well, I promised him Il’d go, 
so—I stumbled over the kneeler 
getting into the aisle and as I 
walked toward the altar, I felt 
the eyes of all those people bor- 
ing into my back. (I’m quite cer- 
tain I was the only soldier in 
there). 

About fifteen kids followed me 
in, all eyes and ears. Le bon 
pere shooed them all away with 
impatient sweeps of his arms 
like some colored mammy shoo- 
ing chickens out the kitchen 
door. 


Intuition? 


Then he turned and just beam- 
ed, seemed like he glowed; I just 
melted. I was completely taken 
unawares. He asked how long 
“it” had been—two years. Why 
had I waited so long—I don’t 
know. What were my. gravest 
sins ?—“It is well; you do not 
wish to tell them to me; it is I 
who am going to tell them to 
you.” And he proceeds to tel! me 
my sins; so I just stand there 
and nod, abashed, dumbfounded, 
and wincing occasionally. I hard- 
lv said a thing, except to make a 
few corrections. God—I was like 
putty in his hands. Now that I 
recall, I was putty, for he had 
both my hands in his and J felt 
like I was being molded. Even 
now I can’t get over how slick 
the whole thing was done. I just 
didn’t get a chance to balk or 
protest.

I declared my repentance, made 
my act of: contrition: with closed 
eyes while he gave me absolu- 
tion. And what an absolution! 
He laid such emphasis on the 
Ego te absolvo. .. etc. that the 
shivers ran up and down my 
back. 

Do I need to tell you I was 
happy! I wanted to shout, as if 
I’d won ’a terrific contest. This 
was so_real. That homely—di- 
vinely homely old priest! I'll 
never he able to forget him. 

To continue: After absolution 
he has me kneel on the altar 
steps and there | wait — with 
those shivers. Comes the bless- 
ing; then with the Ciborium and 
the Sacred Species in his hands 
he intones the “Domine non sum 
dignus.” 

Once again, after two years I 
looked directly at the Host— 
little white wafer. There was 
the Almighty and Majestic God, 
the Plenitude of Being, Master 
and Creator of the universe. And 
there, too, was Christ, the hu- 
man Christ — Christ the Man, 
bleeding, hanging from the 
Cross. Truly an — ignominious 
death, but I saw no rancor nor 
hatred for me, even though my 
multitudinous sins nailed him to 
that cross. 

Oh. that I may have under- 
standing, that I may perceive, 
comprehend, realize the extent, 
according to my capacity, of that 
infinite Love which could con- 
ceive such a consoling Sacrament 
as the Holy Eucharist! 

After Communion I waited un- 
til le pere closed "the Tabernacle 
and returned to the Sacristy. 
There I thanked him and told 
him how happy I felt, and what a 
burden had been lifted from my 
shoulders. 

He said he was very glad I had 
been so docile, and that now I 
must go to Communion frequent- 
ly, and that he wished to be my 
spiritual father. Then he em- 
braced me. Those shivers again! 
(Could. that man be a saint!) 
Imagine embracing me!!! 

It is near midnight, but I’m not 
at all sleepy. I feel so relieved. 
More than two years at enmity 
with God! Well, I didn’t want to 
be: but I didn’t have the guts to 
“shake hands”. 

I hope vou will share some of 
this happiness—I know you will. 
I’m wondering just how much 
you had to do with this thing.

What these Missionaries have 
suffered for our cause cannot be 
told in language sufficiently worthy 
of their deeds.

their ‘extraordinary reward’ and 
we all 
surance that Christianity has been 
practiced in our nation despite all 
oppression and persecution. Deeply 
moved we remember al! those who 
shared their meager daily bread 
with innocent persecuted  non- 
aryans, while they had to fear, day 
after day, that they might face 
terrible retribution together with 
their wards. 

“German people,” the Pastoral 
continues, “we rejoice that you 
have refrained to such an extent 
from the idolatry of brutal power. 
We rejoice that so many of our 
faith never bent their knees to 
Baal. We rejoice that these God- 
less and inhuman doctrines were 
also refused far beyond the com- 
munity of our fellow non-Catholics. 


“And yet: terrible things were 
perpetrated even before the war 
in Germany itself and during the 
war by Germans in the occupied 
countries,” the Bishops declare. 
“We deeply deplore that many 
Germans, even of our own ranks, 
were misled by the false teachings 
of national socialism, remaining in- 
different to the crimes against hu- 
man freedom and human dignity, 
even becoming criminals themselves 
by abetting crimes and, thereby, 
promoting them. 

Cite ‘Grave Responsibility’ 

“A grave responsibility rests up- 
on those who because of their po- 
sition should have known what was 
going on in our midst, who because 
of their influence could have pre- 
vented such crimes and have not 
done so and even made them pos- 
sible, thereby manifesting their 
solidarity with the criminals. 


“On the other hand, we also know 
that in the case of those who were 
in dependent positions, specially 
civil service officials and _ public 
school teachers, membership in the 
nazi party often did not mean an 
inner assent to the awful acts of 
the nazi regime. 

“Many joimed, knowing little of 
the activities and aims of the nazi 
party,” the astoral continues. 
“Many were forced to join and 
others joined with the good in- 
tention to prevent evil. It is, there- 
fore, a matter of justice that the 

uilt be investigated in each in- 

ividual case lest the innocent suf- 
fer with the guilty. For this we 
Bishops have always stood from the 
beginning and we shall stand for 
it in the future, But we shall also 
do back ages so that the concepts 
of Divine and human rights, of hu- 
man dignity, of freedom of con- 
science € root once more among 
our people, particularly the young- 
er generation, and that preventive 
measures be adopted in our own 


midst against the return of such 


have the comforting as-! 


conditions and the outbreak of an- 
other war. 


The Pastoral stresses the need of 
Catholie schools as a prerequisite 
for achieving these aims, because 
past experiences have shown how 
God-less education always leads to 
catastrophe. In the words of the 
German Bishops, the alternative 
is once more “either with Christ 
upwards to a better future, or with- 
out, and even against, Christ down- 


, wards to utter collapse.” 


In condemning some of the most 
pernicious nazi doctrines, the Pas- 
toral then emphasizes that respect 
for the laws of God must remain 
the foundation of all civilized life. 
It stresses the illicitness of suicide 
and birth control. The latter can- 
not be countenanced, the Bishops 
warn, even in the case of rape, such 
as occurs so frequently in these 
days in a war-torn Europe. 


Exhort Womanhood 


The Bishops exhort womanhood 
to bear patiently whatever trials 
they may face and to remember 
less the wrong they suffered than 
the innocent life that matures in 
them. “God, in Whose eyes they 
are guiltless,’ the Pastoral says, 
“will give them strength to bear 
their lot with Christian fortitude.” 


Most of all, the Bishops continue, 
all thoughts should be centered on 
charity, on that charity which the 
nazi regime sought to replace by 
brutal force and violence. “Today 
we face the terrifying results of 
these appeals to force; but in the 
midst of our present almost bound- 
less misery we need especially 
charity.” 

With these principles in mind, the 
Bishops exhert the faithful not to 
despair in the face of the trials 
which the coming winter will bring. 
They urge the faithful to help one 
another in every possible way rath- 
er than give in to despair and 
abandon themselves to radical cur- 
rents. 


“No matter how great the misery 
that has come about us,” the Pas- 
fora! continues, “we will be stronger 
than suffering and all wickedness 
of sin in faith and in charity.” Now 
that a period of utter worldliness 
has collapsed, the Bishops say, leav- 
ing immense ruins behind, Chris- 
tians will remove these ruins by 
doing penance, and, above all, by 
returning to God and keeping their 
eyes fixed on the eternal goods 
which always remind us, amidst all 
the misery of this life, that it is 
but a prelude, a time of trial, pre- 
ceding the true eternal life.

|Danger was all about them, but 


fear was nowhere around, for the 
Eucharistic King was among them. 
The nuns sang Benediction hymns 
as .they marched along. Occas- 
ionally they offered short prayers. 
On they went to a barrio and the 
shelter of a hut where the Bles- 
sed Sacrament was enshrined in 
a small room. 

But hardly had they begun rest- 
ing when a Japanese patrol, forag- 
ing for food, found the place and 
the call “All civilians out” was 
sounded. The Filipina nun went 
to the door of the hut and faced 
a soldier of Nippon. She sternly 
warned him against molesting the 
women and children inside. The 
soldier thrust the point of his bay- 
onet against her body, 
didn’t flinch. 
told the Sister she was “very 
brave,” settled for two chickens 
and went his way. Battle broke 
out again and the Sisters, still 
carrying the Blessed Sacrament, 
took to the hills and lived in 
caves. There they remained until 
rescue by the American forces 
came. 

The Army chaplain, a Francis- 
can priest, who recounted’ the 
story, said the bravery and long 
suffering of the nuns won the ad- 
miration of the American forces, 
but that nuns couldn’t thank the 
Americans enough for providing 
them with shelter, food, and a 
secure place for their treasure of 
treasures—the Eucharistic King.

Day Mass in St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral sponsored by the New York 
Chapter of the Association of Cath- 
olice Trade Unionists. The Most 
Rev. J. Francis A. McIntyre, Auxil- 
» was the 
celebrant. 

“Tet us call these two paths the 
way of affirmation and the way of 
denial,” Father Masse said in his 
sermon, in which he urged labor 
unions to preserve “their thirst 
for justice and their sense of broth- 
erhood” lest they lose their souls, 
“wither and die.” 

“The way of denial is based on 
the belief that the gains which or- 
ganized labor has made for itself, 
and for all workers, during the past 
decade must be checked, and even 
whittled down. There are even a 
few who, in order to accomplish 
this objective, would be willing to 
set the returning veterans against 
the unions, and thus raise a bar- 
rier of enmity and distrust between 
soldiers and civilians. Obviously 
this is not the path to a sound and 
prosperous social order. It is a 
formula for class hatred and war- 
fare. 

New Role For Workers 

“The way ot affirmation, on the 
other hand, is grounded on the con- 
viction that the gains of labor must 
be consolidated and expanded in 
the post-war era. It believes that 
the workers of America, through 
their trade unions, must be given a 
new and creative role in trade and 
industry. It looks forward to the 
time when the wage contract will 
be perfected by some form of part- 
nership, when workers will be given 
a share in profits, in management 
and in ownership, when, in a word, 
workers will have the same incen- 
tive to produce and the same sense 
of their dignity and importance in 
the economic system which man- 
agement now enjoys and which we 
like to believe are a part of our 
American heritage.” 

“This new condition of workers,” 
Father Masse said, “will not be an 
overnight development, but 
should be the goal toward which 
we constantly strive. It is a goal 
that commends itself equally to our 
Christian and democratic con- 
science, and to our economic good 
sense, It is a goal which will help 
us to make certain that this war, 
unlike the last one, has not been 
fought in vain.” 

_ “On this Labor Day, 19465, it is 
impossible to say which path, the 
path of affirmation or the path of 
denial, this nation will follow,” 
Father Masse told the congrega- 
tion. “That decision rests with 
employers, with the Government, 
on the general public. But it rests 
with the workers themselves, too. 
Our trade unions have made a great 
contribution to this country, in 
peace and in war, but, like all in- 
stitutions, they ure human and 
have their imperfections. These 
imperfections, it is true, have been 
vastly exaggerated, as the reams 
of publicity on war-time strikes 
testify.

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Meetings: 
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Every organization will find that 
the attendance at its meetings 
fluctuates considerably from time 
to time. The Parish C.Y.0. Chap- 
ters, in many instances, have ex- 
perienced this, and some are suf- 
fering from this difficulty at pres- 
ent. The usual alibi is “the mem- 
bers have lost interest.” Do we 
ever stop to analyze the situation 
for the purpose of ferreting out 
this lack of interest? In most 
cases the answer is NO! 

Most people go places and do 
things for three reasons: 1) They 
go where they can enjoy them- 
selves. 2) learn something of in- 
terest that appeals to them, and 
3) to meet old friends and make 
new ones. 

Too often C.Y.0. meetings are 
held just because it happens to be | 
the monthly or weekly meeting 
date. No previous arrangements 
are made by the officers, and con- 
sequently the meeting is run in a 
haphazard nanner. First of all, ' 
the president should always have 
a definite form of procedure to 
follow for the business meetings. 
2) The committee chairmen should 
have a definite and concise report 
prepared to present at the meet- 
ings. 3) Order should be pre- 
served at all times. 4) All com- 
munications concerning the C.Y.O. 
Chapter should be read at the 
meetings. 5) The business part 
of the meetings should not last 
more than fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, except in extraordinary cas- 
es. 6) Some diversified form of 
cultural, religious or social act- 
ivity should follow the business 
meetings. 

One thing all officers and lead- 
ers must remember is the fact 
that very few people go places 
that do not appeal to them! 

If we hope to secure a good per- 
centage of our membership at 
meetings we must have something 
there of interest to all. Long) 
drawn-out meeting will discourage 


attendance at meetings quicker 
than anything else. 
The most successful C. Y. O. 


Chapters are those which have 
diversified programs for their 
meetings. In many cases these 
Chapters set up their meeting pro- 
grams for a period of from three 
to six months in advance. 

After the regular business part | 
of the meeting they have a quiz 
contest, and the next, perhaps, 
an informal dance in the meeting 
room with the music furnished by 
radio or phonograph, next, a de- 
bate among some of the members 
of the group, or some of the fol- 
lowing; a stavenger hunt, motion 
pictures, weiner bakes, speakers 
on current events, a hard time 
party, one act plays or other kinds 
of entertainment that can be work- 
ed into a program. During Lent 
and Advent, the theme of the 
particular religious season can be 
of much interest to the members 
of the C. Y. O. if preperly worked 
into the activities. 

Always attempt to make your 
C. Y. O. meetings as interesting 
and entertaining as possible and 
you will eventually notice a sharp 
upturn in attendance. 

Everything possible should be 
done to create an air of sociability 
at the meetings and functions. 
When a new member comes into 
your group help him to become 
acquainted and make him feel that 
he is a definite part of the organi- 
tation. Create a true spirit of 
hospitality at your affairs and de- 
v your Organization as the 
place for a general get-together 
for all members to have a geod 
time.

Service Cross Citation

For extraordinary heroism in ac- 
tion on 16 February 1944, at 0600 
hours, near Anzio, Lt, Kasper elect- 
ed to remain at his post in the fore- 
most infantry positions in order to 
adjust artillery fire on enemy 
troops which ~ were yee 
in overwhelming force, Althoug 
three enemy tanks fired directly on 
his position and machine gun bul- 
lets which came. through his obser- 
vation window made his task ex- 
ceedingly’ hazardous, Lt. Kasper 
nevertheless brought the massed 
fire of an entire field artillery bat- 
talion directly on the enemy. When

causing friendly. infantry to with- 
draw, Lt. Kasper elected to brave 
almost certain death by bringing 
the massed fire of twelve 105 milli- 
meter howitzers directly on him- 
self. His last fire adjustment order 
came over the radio “Five zero 
over.” When advised “That is your 
position,” he replied, “I know, fire 
on me.” Lt. Kasper then sent his 
radio men to a position of safety. 
When last seen, he was standing 
in the open doorway firing his pis- 
tol at the advancing enemy. His 


per’s Observation Post disappeared 
in a cloud of dust and smoke as 
friendly artillery exploded directly 
upon it. The massed artillery fire, 
adjusted by Lt. Kasper, caused the 
enemy thrust to lose its momen- 
tum, preventing a breakthrough. 
Lt. Kasper was captured by enemy 
forces which overran his position.

The following statement on the 
work of the Brethren Committee is 
by Mrs. Stephen Bailey, secretary 
of the Deanery NCCW. 


“It has been my very great plea- 
sure to be in this Brethren com- 
munity and to watch and have a 
part in their relief work, not only 
the “Heifer for Rehef,” but also in 
their canning and sewing project. 
They have prepared comforters by 
the hundreds. 


This Heifer for Relief Movement 
is the brain child of Dan West, son 
of a Brethren preacher, who en- 
gaged in relief work during the 
Spanish Civil war. Because of ship- 
ping conditions no cattle was sent 
overseas during the war, but the 
cattle that was ready to send, ma- 
tured, and was sold. The money 
was used to purchase younger an- 
imals for the project. 


On July 22, 1944, the first ship- 
ment of cattle, 17 head, was sent 
to Puerto Rico, These animals were 
given to large families having no 
cattle. 

The second shipment left New 
York on May 19, 1945 and arrived 
in Puerto Rico on May 25. It con- 
sisted of 45 heifers and 5 sires.

On May 10 the Heifer Project 
Committee sent six Brown Swiss 
buils to Greece. Several men from 
this community accompanied this 
shipment to help in the instruction 
of artificial insemination. So far 
as is known this was the first ship- 
ment to reach foreign soil since 
the start of the war. 

The fourth shipment went to 
Arkansas. Sixteen amimals were 
sent to Southern Ohio, 9 going to 
Negro sharecropper and 7 to 
white folk. These were sent to 
Pine Bluff and distributed under 
the supervision of the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration. A second ship- 
ment went to Arkansas on August 
lst. These were from Northern 
Indiana. 

The sixth shipment went to 
France. The boat was loaded on 
August 25, and sailed shortly after 
that. On this boat, besides the cat- 
tle was clothing, canned food, bed- 
ding and grain. Each article repre-
